I'or the better collection of Ministers Money, Church Rates, 
Tithes, and other Ecclesiastical Dues, and Money advanced 
by the Trustees of the First Fruits in Ireland.

1 by an Act made in the Parliament holden in preamble. 

Ireland, in the seventeenth and eighteenth years of the reign 
of King Charles the Second, among other things for the provision of 
Ministers in cities and corporate towns, it is amongst other things Enacted, 

That it sliuh be lawlul lor the Luul L-ieutcnant, or other Chief Governor 
or Governors, and six or more of the Privy Council of Ireland, to allot, 
ascertain, set forth and charge, or cause to be allotted, ascertained, set 
forth and charged, any sum or sums of Money to be paid unto the several 
and respective Incumbents, and their respective successors, within the 
city and suburbs of Duhlin, and liberties thereunto adjoining, and other 
cities and towns corporate in Ireland, who have actual cure of souls in 
■2 each parish respectively, out of each house and houses belonging to such 
perish, in manner and at the times in the said recited Act mentioned and 
set forth; and that the sum or sums so allotted or charged upon each 
inhabitant shall be received by the churchwardens respectively, and by 
them be paid to the respective Incumbents and their successors, by four 
equal portions in every year ; and that in case any inhabitant shall, on 
demand by the churchwardens of the respective parishes, refuse or delay 
to pay such sum or sums as shall be so allotted or charged upon the 
house wherein he dwelleth, at any of the days or times in the said Act 
mentioned and set forth, it shall be lawful for the said churchwardens of 
each parish to enter into the said house and distrain on the several and 
respective persons so in arrear for the same, and the distress and dis- 
tresses to carry away and sell, to pay the Incumbent such money as shall 
be due to him, ?ind to deliver the remainder to such inhabitant : 
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And whereas it has frequently happened that churchwardens have nerr- 
Iccted or omitted to procO'd for the recovery of the sums so charired and 
allotted, for the maintenance of the Incumbents, to the great impoverish- 
ment and prejudice of such Incumbents ; 

IBdB it therefore dtitncteti by The KING’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of tlie Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 3 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, THAT so much of the said recited Act us aiilliurizcs or 
empowers the churchwardens of any parish to receive, collect or recover 
the sum and sums so charged and ascertained and allotted as aforesaid, or 
as imposes any punishment on such churchwardens for any neglect of 
their duties therein, shall be and the same is hereby Repealed. 

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act, 
all and every sum and sums allotted and charged and asccrlainetl at the 
time of the passing of this Act, or whicli shall be allotted, charged and 
ascertained at any time after the passing of this Act, by force and virtue 
of the said recited Act, upon each inhabitant of any parish to which the 
said recited Act extends, and all arrears thereof due and payable, at the 
time of the passing of this Act, to the churchwardens of any such parish 
by virtue of the said Act, shall and may be receiveil and collected for 
the use of the respective Incumbents of the said respective parishes, and 
their successors respectively, by such Incumbents, or by sucli person or 
aUV such IllCum^ie|^yyitIl_m^pQiuL.hyi tLi^- .tua 
the days and times in the said recited Act set fortlj, and shall he paid to 4 
such Incumbents, and their successors respectively, by the inlmljit.mts or 
respective inhabitants of the said respective parishes, in the iiuumer and 
at the respective times in and by the said recited Act dirccieil; and in 
case any inhabitant shall, upon demand made by or on belinlf of any 
Incumbent of any such parish, or his successors, refuse or delay for or by 
the space of days to pay any such sum or sums of money 

as shall be so allotted or charged upon the house wherein he dwelleth, as 
in the said Act mentioned, it shall and may be lawful for any Magistrate 
in and for the said city of Dublin, or in and for any city or town corpo- 
rate in Ireland respectively, upon oath to be made before any sucli Ma- 
gistrate, of such refusal or neglect, and such Magistrate is audiorized and 
empowered and required to grant his warrant to the officer or person 
appointed to collect any such sum or sums, with the assistance of a coti- 
stable, in the daytime, to levy any siidi sum or sums by distress and 
sale of the goods of the party refusing or neglecting to pay the same, 
restoring to the owner the overplus over and above the said arrears and 
the charges of making such distress. 

^ AND whereas by an Act made in the fifty-fourth year of the reign of 
his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for the 

“ bette/ 
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5 “ better regulation of Ecclesiastical Courts in Ireland, and for the more p,.<,vUo there- 
“ easy recovery of Church Rates and Tithes,” it is, amongst other things, 

Enacted, “ That if any one duly rated to a Church Rate or parish Cess, the stay/iulBmnt 
validity whereof has not been questioned in any Ecclesiastical court, shall oS Ratris"^'^^ 
refuse or neglect to pay the same sum at which he is so rated, it shall be R^pad, 
lawful for any one J ustice of the peace of the county, county of a city, 

or town corporate where the church is situated, in respect whereof such 
Rate or parish Cess shall have been made, upon complaint of any church- 
warden or churchwardens who ought to receive and collect the same, to " / 
ekainine into the merits of such complaint, and to make order for pay- 
ment of what is due and payable in respect of such Rate or Cess, and to 
levy the same in such manner as in the said recited Act is mentioned and 
directed ; and it is by the said Act provided, that if the validity of such 
Rate or Cess, or the liability of the person from whom it is demanded to 
pay the same, be disputed, and the party disputing give notice thereof to 
the Justices, the Justices shall forbear giving judgment thereupon And 
whereas the said proviso has been found in a great measure to defeat the 
intent and purpose of the said recited Act, so far as relates to such Church 
Rates or Cesses ; BE it therefore Enacted, That the said hereinbefore

Repealed.

shall be made, it shall be insisted on and signified in writing, signed by or the Rate, 
on behalf of the person or persons complained against, that such person or 
persons, at the time or times of applotting such Rate or Cess, was not or 
were not owner or owners of the house or houses or lands or tenements, in 
respect whereof such person or persons is or are or shall be sought to be 
charged with such Rate or Cess, or that such house or houses, lands or 
tenements is not or are not situate within the parish or union, or alleged

any such written pica or defence shall be verified by affidavit made and 
sworn before any Justice of the peace, and delivered to the Justice or

Irish Act AND whereas by an Act made in the Parliament of Ireland in the first 
i^^fo^reco-’ reign of King George the Second, intituled, “ An Act for ilio

“ value,” it is, amongst other, things, enacted and provided, That where 
any person or. persons complained of for subtracting or withholding any 
Tithes or other Dues in the said Act mentioned, shall, before the J usticcs of 
the peace to whom such complaint is made, insist upon any prescription

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composition, or modus dcchncmdi, agreement or title,- whereby, h.e. she 
or they is or ought to be freed from payment of the said Tithes, or other 
Dues in question, and deliver the same in writing to the said Justices of

“ Tithes:” And whereas under tlic hereinbefore recited provision in the 
said Act of the first year of Kingfrcorg'e the Second, litigious persons, liable 
by law to the payment of such Tithes or other Dues, as therein mentioned, 
have insisted on exemptions from payment ofTitbes or other Dues, w'ith- 
oiit just or lawful cause: And whereas in that part of the United Kingdom 
called Ireland, there is no remedy - by action at law for the recovery of the 
•value of any Tithes or Dues in afrear or subtracted; BE it therefore 
Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act, it shall not be lawful 
■-• for any Justice or Justices oftlie peace respectively, to whom any complaint 
shall have been or shall be made fur subtracting or withholding any 
Tithes or Dues, to forbear giving judgment in any such matter, or on atiy 
11 such complaint, unless at the time of delivering of every such writing, 
subscribed by such person or persons, to such Justice or Justices, in man- 
ner required by the said first recited Act, an affidavit in writing made 
and sworn befoi’e a Justice of the peace, shall also be delivered to the 
Justice or Justices before whom such complaint shall be made, verifying, 
to the best of the knowledge and belief of the person or persons making 
the same, the truth of such writing or writings, and also stating that such 
person or persons is or are or has or have been advised, and believe that 
siich prescription, composition, agreement, title, o\"modus decimandi, is or 
are a legal and sufficient defence against the demand of such Tithes, 
Offerings, or otlier Ecclesiastical Dues.

proper that such of the parishes of the said unions as have not any church,

thereof, I)K it Enacted, Tiuil every Instalment of any Loan made or to be 
made by tbe Trustees and Commissioners of the First Fruits for the erecting, 
cidarghig or rebuilding of any church or chapel, shall be applottcd on 
the iuhabitiints of every parish or place liable to tlie payment of such 
instulaieiit, separately and by a distinct applotmcnt from the applotment 
of any other Rates, Assessments, or Cesses whatever; and that if any such 
Instalment is or shall be in the whole or in part in arrear, and hath not or 
shall not liave been duly riuacd, paid and satisfied witliin the space of 
days next after the day of in any year wherein 

the same w ,s or shall be due and ought to have been paid to the Trustees 
and Commissioners of the First Fruits, according to the true intent and 
meaning of the said hereinbefore recited Act of the forty-niulli year ot the 
reign of his late IMajcsty King George the Third, for making provision for 
the building and rebuilding of clmrches, chapels and glebe houses in Ireland, 
it sliail and may be lawful to and for’tlie Archbishop or Bishop of the 
diocese wherein the parish or plac c is or shall be situate, in which it has 
been or shall be proposed and intended that any such church or chapel 
shall be erected, enlarged or rebuilt, or in vvhicb such church or chapel 
shall have been or shall be erected, enlarged or rebuilt, within 
days after the day of and so from

whenever any such Instalment or Instalments which ought to have been 
paid, or ought to be paid pursuantto the provisions ofthe said last recited

or sheriffs, and to be part and parcel of the county, county of a city, or 
county of a town respectively, wherein such church or chapel is or shall 
be locally situate, or is or shall be proposed to be situate, for the purpose 
of this present Act only ; and every such sheriff or sheriffs, constable or 
constables, collector or collectors, as aforesaid, shall have full power and 
jurisdiction in this behalf accordingly. 

And be it further Enacted, That on every such Warrant thei’e shall bo Notice of 
indorsed by every such sheriff, the true time of delivering thereof to such ],e given to

Limitation 
of Actions. 
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Acts, or '.rny of llicm, or of any Act or Acts of Parliament for tlic re- 
covery of Cllurch Rates, Tithes or |jarochiiil Cesses, the same shall be 
commenced rvithin calendar montlis next after the alleged 

cause or causes of action or suit shall have occurred; and that cvciy 
such Justice, incumbent, churclnvarden, constable, collector or other 
person or persons, may in his her or their justification and defence plead 
Ccnsrai liras, the General Issue, and give this Act and the special matter in evidence 
ivhhont specially pleading the same ; and if any Replevin shall be brought 
Ana .nvoiving for any cattle, goods or chattels seized or taken by virtue or in pursuance 
1,1 Replevin, present Act, or of the said Acts, or any of them, in cases where 

a Replevin is permitted, it shall and may be lawful and sullicicnt to and
